The  professor  is 
too  absentminded  to  look  after  the  re¬ 
wards. 

The  boy  who  tinkers  with  your  old 
car  gets  better  wages  than  the  educator 
who  develops  and  adjusts  tho  mind  of 
your  youth.  There  is  something  away 
somewhere  in  the  appraisal  of  values. 

Possibly  the  law  of  supply  and  de¬ 
mand  enters  hero  as  olherwheres.  -It 
seems  to  be  operating  in  a  cpiiet  way. 
Young  men  and  women  are  going  into 
business  instead  of  into  tho  school 
room.  Inferior  teachers  will  likely  re¬ 
sult.  Tho  next  generation  will  pay.  Air 
and  men  rusli  into  a  vacuum.  The  teach¬ 
er’s  desk  will  again  be  used  but  as  a 
stopping  stone  into,  something  more 
remunerative. 

“Education  pays,  unless  you  settle 
down  to  be  an  educator”  says  the  Mar¬ 
tins  Ferry  Times.  ^ 

Tito  previous  article  was  taken  from 
the  Educational  Journal.  AYc  little  real¬ 
ize  the  real  comparison  between  the 
wage  of  tho  educator  and  of  tho  brick 
layer  until  wo  sco  it  contrasted  in  this 
form,  However  there  is  another  way  to 
look  at  this  problem.  We  as  teachers 
have  a  higher  vision  in  doing  our  work 
titan  the  more  gain  of  money;  no  teach¬ 
er  takes  up  her  profession  with  the  idea 
of  getting  rich.  There  is  something 
higher  and  better  in  view,  the  knowl¬ 
edge  that  wo  uro  molding  future  Amer¬ 
ica  and  the  pleasure  of  knowing  that  we 
arc  doing  something  else.  Always  in 
the  history  of  the  world  thero  has  been 
a  class  of  people  who  have  donated 
their  services  to  mankind  with  little 
or  no  pay  and  today  the  teachers  are 
this  triblo  of  service  givers.

Hero  Noxt  Wednesday  Compared  To 
Famous  Swedish  Nightingale, — Is  Pop¬ 
ular  In  Europe. 

Believers  in  the  occiilt  seionccs  have 
exposed  the  opinion  that  Miss  Lucille 
Chalfant,  American  coloratura  soprano, 
who  sings  at  the  College  next  Wednes¬ 
day  evening  is  a  reincarnation  of  the 
famous  singer,  Jenny  Lind.  That  she 
resembles  the  Swedish  nightingale  is 
indisputable.  Her  face,  in  particular, 
witli  its  clear  cut  profile  bears  close 
resemblance  and  there  is  something  in 
her  curling  palo  gold  hair  that  calls 
to  mind  pictures  of,  the  Jenny  Lind 
who  conquered  London  and  New  York 
throe  quarters  of  a  century  ago. 

A  capacity  house  is  expected  for  the 
Chalfant  concert.  Students  will  bomd- 
mitted  upon  their  major  coupon  and 
the  general  admission  is  $1.00.  Ileserv- 
ed  seats  will  be  on  sale  at  Kucha  Bros. 
Monday.  Many  teachers  arriving  here 
that  evening  for  the  Touchers’  Meeting 
arc  expected  to  attend.  Those,  who 
conic  by  train  or  drive,  will  arrivo  here 
in  time  for  the  concert.  Mail  orders 
for  tickets,  accompanied  by  check  or 
money  order,  are  being  filled  for  the 
out-of-town  teachers  and  others  who 
plan  to  hear  Miss  Chalfant.

Famous  in  Europe  and  America,  in 
opera  as  well  ns  in  concert  Lucille 
Chalfant  might  justly  bo  called  an  in¬ 
ternational  artist.  Starting  her  pro¬ 
fessional  career  in  a  musical  comedy  she 
has  climbed  the  ladder  of  fame  through 
vaudeville  and  stardom  in  Broadway 
revues  to  the  higher  plane  of  grand 
opera  and  the  concert  stage.  In  her 
•first  public  appearance •  alio  had  been 
engaged  to  sing  and  dance  in  the  on- 
•  Kemble  of  a  Pacific  coast  version  of 
(‘Tho  High  Cost  of  Loving,”  but  be¬ 
fore  the  premier  sho  was  given  a  load¬ 
ing  part.

11  is  not  one  of  those 
“built”  voices,  blit  soars  easily  to  F 
above  high  0,  While  she  has  appeared 
in  some  of  the  lighter  branches  of  musi¬ 
cal  entertainment,  her  singing  has  been 
confined  almost  exclusively  to  .high 
elass  music.  Even  in  vaudeville  she 
sang  operatic  arias  and  the  classics.
